My Mede of Ratsing Petatees 


| Lusually select the best piece of 
lland on my farm, an old pasture or 
‘meadow it can, about the first of 
| May or when the ground isin good 
‘shape. I prepare my seed from me- 
‘diumssized tubers cutting down one 
lor two eyes as may suit best—rather 
have one good eye than more. I cut 
the potatoes the same day I plant; 
have lost most seed by cutting to long 
betorehand. I commence three back 
furrows with old ground plow having 
| potatoes distributed ip barrels throu. h 
| the field by the back furrows. Two 
boys can drop fast enough to keep 
plow going by having three or four 
‘landscommenced. I dropone or two 
“pieces every twelve or fifteen inches 
inevery third turrow. The furrow
